A charter of the 52d of Henry IV. (1268), coufirming all previous charters, 
makes mention, apparently for the first time, of a mayor.

the forest laws of Canute. In the 26th Edward I. (1298), a writ from the crown 
commanded the burgesses to choose two representatives to meet the King at 
York, there to consult on the business of the realm. "This is the first time 
Northampton returned members to Parliament. It was one of the earliest 
boroughs that enjoyed that honour. In 1299, the burgesses obtained the privilege 
of electing a mayor and two bailiffs annually at the feast of St. Michael. In the 
8th of Richard 1I.

In 1489, 5th Henry VII., in consequence of a petition 
to parliament from the inhabitants, who stated that great contusion had been 
caused at the elections by a multitude of little substance, who oft in numbers ex- 
ceeded others who were approved and decent persons — the Lords and Com- 
mons decreed that the mayor and his brethren for the time being should choose 
forty-eight discreet persons who had held office, who. together with the mayor 
and his brethren, late mayor, should hereafter elect the mayor and bailiffs, In 
the same reign the appaintment of a recorder was sanctioned, and two burgesses, 
who, with the mayor, were to be justices of the peace within the town. In the 
15th of Charles I., 1663, a charter was granted, committing the government of 
the town to the mayor and two bailiffs, and such as have been mayors and bailiffs, 
with a common council, usually termed the company of forty-cight; these, with 
the recorder, his deputy, the chamberlain, town.clerk, and town-steward, formed 
the collective body, In 1683 this charter was included in a pretty general for- 
feiture, and a new one issued, dated 20th September, 35th Charles IL, appointing 
only forty burgesses, and reserving to the crown a power of placing or displacing 
the members at pleasure. But the surrender not having been enrolled, the new 
charter was declared to he void, and the corporation continued under the old one 
till the reign of George III. In the year 1791, James Miller was elected mavor. 
At that time the corporation consisted of a mayor, two bailiffs, seventeen alder- 
men who had been mayors, twenty-four persons who had been bailiffs, and nine- 
teen of the company of forty-eight, making in the whole sixty-three persons. 
Miller was elected by thirty-four votes. a majority of one only of the then ex- 
isting body, and an information was filed against him on the ground that the 
company of forty-eight was not complete, and that he was not elected by a ma- 
jority of the legal body. ‘The case was carried to the King’s Bench, and argued 
in Raster term. 1795. The decision was against the corporation, the court pro- 
nouncing the election illegal, the company of forty-eight not having been com- 
plete, and a majority of them not having been present on the occasion. ‘This 
decision was not merely fatal in the particular case which had elicited it, but to 
the whole corporate body. The irregularity, 80 far from being peculíar to that 
election, had been so common, that when the decision was pronounced there was 
not a single officer in the corporation whose election, for the same reason, was 
not equally void with Mr. Miller's, and consequently it was impossible to make a 
single valid election, Virtually the corporation was defunct. A new charter, 
restoring the ancient rights and privileges, was obtained in the 36th George IHI., 
under which the corporation continued to act til! the year 1935, when the Muni- 
cipal Reform Act placed the government of the town in the hands of a mayor, 
six aldermen, and eighteen councillors, The councillors hold office for three 
ears, a third of the council quitting office annuatly, the vacancies being supplied 
py annual elections, The aldermen hold office for six years. ‘The mayor ts 
elected annually. The burgesses are inhabitant householders within the borough, 
or within seven miles of it, who have occupied premises rated to the relief of the 
poor during the year preceding the last day of August, and the whole of each of 
the two preceding years.

The great annual show of implements and live stock in connection with the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England having been appointed to be held this 
year at Northampton, the most extensive preparations were made by the inha- 
bitants of the town. The town council voted no less a sum than 1200/7, towards 
the expenses of the exhibition, and all parties vied with each other in their en- 
deavours to facilitate the operations of this great national association. The cen- 
trical position of Northampton as regards the kingdom generally, and besides its 
being the very heart of the great grazing district, was favourable for the objects 
of the meeting, and the consequence was an unusually large assemblage of par- 
ties Interested in the practical advancement of agriculture and feeding of cattle, 
The place of exhibition is the race-course, about half a mile from the town, and 
the space enclosed for it comprises an area of eighteen acres. It is divided into 
two compartments, one for the implements, and the other for the stock, and con- 
tains altogether thirty-seven sheds each, about 240 feet long, and arranged in 
parallel lines, with ample space between for the passage of the visitors. ‘There 

. are also additional stalls for seeds, roots, models, &c., and offices for ‘the officers 
of the society. Around the exhibition yard and about the race-course there isa 
very large congregation of refreshment booths, toy and fruit stalls, shows of all 
kinds of natural and unnaturalzcuriosities, all of which are as gay and brilliant as 
they can be made by hangings of red, and blue, and yellow cambric, and flags aad 
streamers waving in the sunshine. Unlimited hospitality seems the order of the 
day, for the visitor is pressed to enter and partake of refreshment at every booth 
he passes. . The entire management of the arrangements has been wis ly en- 
trusted to Mr. Brandreth Gibbs, The Earl of Egmont presides, and the Earl of 
Yarborough acts as vice-president. The stewards of the cattle show are Messrs 
Pym, Druce, and Kinder; those of the implement show, Messrs. Miles, M.P., 
Shelley, and Thompson. 

Wednesday was the beginning of the exhibition, when the implements were 
thrown open to the public. ‘There were more exhibited this year than usual, 
which is to be attributed to the liberality of the leading railwav companies, who 
have marked their sense of the growing importance of these national exhibitions 
by allowing all cattle and implements to come along their line« to Northampton, 
and afterwards to return, without any charge whatever. This act of muniticent 
liberality had the effect of inducing many a poor but ingenious inventor to send 
his implements to the show yard, and to compete on fair terms with the man of 
larger capital, The rule extends also to cattle, horses, and sheep, so that all ex- 
hibitors equally participate in the bounty of the rallway companies. The 
arrangement has had one other effect. At former shows the expeuse of re-con- 
veying cattie home was felt to be so great, that a general sale was allowed to 
take place in the show yard on Fridays, so that those exhibitors who were 
nverse to returning with their animals might have an opportunity of disposing of 
them if they met with a fair offer. The system was not without its inconve- 
niences, particularly in this—that from the facility of making nominal offers the 
siles afforded no test of the real value of the animals, and accordingly the 
directors have availed themselves of the liberality of the railway directors to 
abolish altogether the auction on the Fridays, and the cattle must handelorth be 
either sold privately, or' taken homo again by the exhibitor, which latter alter- 
native is no longer a hardship to him. 

To return to the implements. There were in all 143 exhibiturs, and few of 
these exhibited less than a dozen of different implements. In consequence, all 
xorts of articles that are used in agriculture found here a place, and ali of them 
had their separate groups of admirers. ‘There were ploughs of all sorts, from 
the primitive implement to those of the most elaborate and convoluted structure. 
There were mowing ploughs, and drain ploughs, and drill Jenene punte for 
heavy land and other ploughs for light, and some again professing to be equally 
adapted for both. Then there were harrows and rollers, ingeniously constructed 
senrifiers, drills, and dibbling machines, 80 involved and intricate. in their cone 
struction, that to an unskilful eye it seemed as if the first stubborn clod that 
should disturb the progress of the machines would throw all these numerous 
wheels, cranks, aud connecting rods into inextricable confusion.’ Of machines 
for making bricks, draining tiles, pipes, &c., there was, as usual, a great number, 
and operating in all conceivable diversities of ways. The instruments for 
cutting cliaff, hay, and straw were exceedingly numerous, more than one would 
expect for such a purpose; while the carts also mustered strong, from the 
simple vehicle for common country purposes to the water-tight cart, adapted for 
the conveyance of liquid manure, the importance of which has of late been so 
much insisted on, Of fences, too, there were many and varied specimens ; some 
to keep out cattle, and others rabbits, hares, and such small deer ; while the field 
gates shown, if brought into universal adoption, would very speedily put an end 
to the ideal paradise of the ploughboy, who held that the highest happiness was 
to swing on a gate all day and eat plent of bacon. There were also several 
steam-engines exhibited, constructed on the locomotive principle, so that they 
may be moved to any part of the farm, It may be further noticed generally of 
those implements, marked in the catalogue as new, some of them fully bear out 
that title, not as exemplifying any new principle in mechanism, but in applying 
old and well-known principles, and that frequently in a beautiful and ingenious 
manner to purposes i asi for agriculturists. It is due also to say that the im. 
provements on articles ormerly exhibited are all on the side of simplification of

Mr. Hudson has been down to visit his constituents in Sunder- 
land, and pave the way for his re-election. Mr. Bramwell, who 
was in the chair at the meeting, made a very favourable report of 
Mr. Hudson’s prospects : — 

During the canvass which had been made in his absence, the most 
Unanimous feeling had been displayed. Every year, every month, 
increased for him the love and esteem of his constituents; and the 
canvass far excelled any ever made in Sunderland. In the district 
of which he had the charge only six electors declined to vote for him, 
and of these three expressed a wish he might succeed. ‘his was a 
sample of the feeling throughout the borough. 


In giving an account of his stewardship, during the session now 
closing, Mr. Hudson justified his several votes and speeches, and 
spoke openly of the course he intended to take on all the great 
questions that would probably be brought forward during the first 
session of the next Parliament. He announced his resolution to 
oppose any grants of the public money for the maintenance of 
Roman Catholie institutions ; to support the appointment of a 
finance committee to inquire into the taxation of the country ; to 
alter the law of settlement; and to maintain the navigation laws. 
On this latter subject Mr. Hudson said — 

I thought it to be my duty, on the proposition of Mr. Ricardo for 
the appointment of that committee, to enter my protest against it. I 
looked upon the navigation laws not as a matter affecting the in- 
terests of those engaged in it only, but I looked upon 1t as identified 
with the maintenance of the national defences, and as having a na- 
tional claim upon the support of Parliament and the people ot Eng: 
land. I think shat the maintenance of these laws is necessary for 
the upholding of the national defences. ‘They are a protection to 
the nurseries of ovr seamen, and if we are to go into foreign climes 
to build our vessels and begin to man them from foreign ports with 
parties who will take much less per month than the British seamen, 
where are we to look in times of emergency or difficulty with con- 
fidence if the British tar is not at hand to man our vessels. There- 
fore | think the navigation laws stand, as I said before, on national 
grounds, apart from personal interests; and having a claim upon 
public support and legislative sanction on grounds of national safety, 
as well as on grounds of protection to British industry. 


Mr. Hudson's re-election is certain. 

Oue of the most interesting events of the week, and, at the 
same time, as the * Post" has expressed it, “ one of the most re- 
markable and best evidences of the church revival of the present 
day," is the laying the foundation-stone of the new church at 
Westminster, for which Miss Burdett Coutts has contributed the 
munificent sum of thirty thousand pounds. The Bishop of Lon- 
don, in his address to the multitude assembled, paid a just and 
happy tribute to the piety and munificence of Miss Burdett 
Coutts : — 


The lady, to whose Christian munificence we owe this good work, 
having been moved by filial piety to erect a memorial to the memory 
of her respected father, who represented for twenty years this city in 


Parliament, recollected at the same time that she had a supreme father 


in Heaven, whose glory she was bound to promote to the best of her 
means; and she has sought to combine these two objects of perpe- 
tuating the memory of her father by the flesh, and her duty to her 
Father in Heaven, by erecting this church. 1 need hardly remind 
you, that in the old times this was a customary mode both to com- 
memorate the memory of the dead, and to express gratitude to the 
Most High. 


The Pope of Rome has adopted a measure which promises to 
ratify the liberalism he has introduced into his dominions. The 
intelligent correspondent of the “ Daily News” writes — 

FZ On Monday came forth at last the long-expected edict organising 
the national guard, and the whole town rang with shouts of jubilee 
on both banks of the Tiber. Fourteen battalions are to be forthwith 


embodied, clothed, and armed; making a farce of 10,000 men for 
the city, nearly equal to the whole standing army of our state, 


Once arms in the hands of every Roman, adieu, a long adieu, to the 


hope of ever undoing whatPius has done. The volunteers of Dungan- 
non are now reproduced in this capital ; and, as Grattan then gloried, 


“there is not a man that washes his firelock to-night that is not 
pledged to the redemption of his native land, and the sustainment of 


her freedom.” ‘This last blow has come like a thunderclap on the Aus- 
trian ambassador, and he is fairly at his wits’ end. His latest card 


was to try and persuade the correspondents (there are four or five) 


of the German Gazettes to circulate a report in Europe that the 
Pope is mad; but these gentry, who are known here, not daring to 


go so far, have ventured to hint that Pius is about to resign the 


popedom, and you must be prepared for some such nefarious 
rumour, originating in the back kitchen of Count Lutzow. 

The sentence on the three French peers who have been re- 
cently tried for direct or indirect corruption was pronounced on 
Saturday last. M. Teste is condemned to civic degradation, to 
three years' imprisonment, 94,000f. fine, and 94,000f. restitution 
money, to be handed to the Paris hospitals. General Cubieres, 
formally acquitted of fraud, but guilty of having corrupted a mi- 
nister, is condemned alike to civic degradation and a fine of 10,000f. 
M. Parmentier the same. All alike are condemned to pay the 
costs of the prosecution. But, as if to satisfy General Cubieres, 
although in a very slight degree, the sentence enacts that the 
common obligation to pay costs does not imply equality of guilt. 
General Cubieres and M, Parmentier have, of course, been re- 
leased. The defence of these ex-noblemen was very ingenious 
and spirited. The counsel for General Cubieres part formed an 
anecdote, which of course had the effect of exciting considera ble 
sympathy in his behalf. He related that when a colonel he was 
covered with wounds at Quartre Bras ; none, however, of a cha- 
racter serious enough to prevent his appearing at Waterloo at the 
head of his regiment, with his arm in a sling. In that state he 
was in the terrible assault on Huguemont. The French were re- 
pulsed with great slaughter, and Colonel Cubieres remained on 
the field, endeavouring to disengage himself from his horse shot 
under him. The wounded man at length, upon his fect, alone 
was allowed to retire, the English, in admiration of his gallantry, 
resting on their arms, and he, like a knight of old, full of courtesy 
and courage, raised his one sound hand to his hat, and retired 
bowing to his worthy adversaries.

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THE CURRENCY AND THE ELECTIONS. 


THERE are two great questions upon which the constituencies 
of the United Kingdom will have especially to express them- 
selves—that of the remaining Protestant features of our constitu- 
tion, whether they shall continue, or whether, at one fell swoop, 
they shall be swept away, and this empire be brought to the con- 
dition of France, of Portugal, and of Spain. Sir Robert Peel and 
Lord John Russell have both explained themselves explicitly on 
this question, and therefore the electors cannot plead ignorance. 
But this very important question depeuds far more than is con- 
ceived on another, namely, whether this nation shall be kept down, 
as it has been, under the thraldom of a Monetary system that so 
breaks the spirits of those who live by their skill and labour, as to 
render them unable to attend properly to those publie and social 
affairs which have in all earlier days been the wont of Englishmen ? 

To what else can it be ascribed that Sir Robert Peel was able 
to effect such hazardous changes as he boasts to have done in his 
address to the Tamworth electors just published, but that the 
merchants, the tradesmen, and the farmers of England, in order to 
maintain their position, have been obliged to use every appliance 
to avoid losses, or to keep their heads above water; while the 
Right Honourable Baronet has been allowed to play all his high 
antics before the assembled Commons, and to destroy, with the 
aid of members returned by the suffrages of Protestants and Pro- 
tectionists, the very institutions they were returned to maintain. 
* Divide und conquer" was a well-known aphorism of a great 
warrior. Distress and oppress has practically been the course of 
Sir Robert Peel. He has reduced the British nation to such a 
degree of bondage by his legislation for the last thirty years, that 
the classes engaged in producing might almost as well have been 
excluded from the pale of the constitution. 

The ex-premier, in his address to the ‘Tamworth electors, has 
professedly taken a running sketch of all his public poliey ; but 
the one question on which all the other changes have depended, 
is not once alluded to, Not a word is said about the monetary 
act of 1844, which has twice been on the very eve of explosion 
within the last two years, and on which Sir Robert Peel is known 
to feel far more sensitively than on any other topie, as any man 
might have seen who has watched the countenance of the Right 
Honourable Gentleman in the House of Commons whenever the 
subject has been one of debate. Sir Robert thought it proper, 
when replying to the inhabitants of Elbing, a town in Prussia, to 
allude to his doings in the currency ; but to his constituents, whom 
he treats as his puppets, he says nothing at all, lest, at this season, 
the subject should undergo extensive discussion, and become the 
main topic of the elections. 

The great difficulty which exists at the present moment in the 
monetary affairs of manufacturers, tradesmen, and merchants — a 
famine, in fact, of money — would make it extensively dangerous 
to moot the question further ; and we have a strong persuasion that 
the Right Honourable Baronet, having fully committed his pro- 
tegé, Lord John, to his own mischievous currency opinions, if he 
be not closely watched, will be the first in the new Parliament to 
press and carry a bill for the abandonment of the existing mone- 
tary system, as he has done with regard to free trade in corn ; that 
he will, with similar sang froid, be found proposing “a free price 
of gold in our currency.” The popularity he would acquire by 
these means would probably reseat him in power and give him the 
means, as it appears without doubt he has the will, to sweep from 
our statute books every vestige, both of Protestantism and protec- 
tion to native industry. “Free trade in religion and all other 
commodities” will be his watchword. 

But there is an important class of Conservative men ; a class 
who, in 1841, returned a Parliament who carried Sir Robert into 
power. Will the farmers of the United Kingdom be quiescent? 
will they be satisfied? The farmers surely will not forget that 
when Sir Robert Peel assumed, by their support, the reins of 
government in 1841 he found wheat, as the representative of 
all other commodities, at 66s. per quarter. His first public act 
of consequence was so to alter the Corn Laws as professedly to re- 
duce the price of wheat to 56s. per quarter ; and he gave the most 
obvious reasons why, with the burthens borne by the land, the 
price should not be lower. The farmers and landowners patrioti- 
cally submitted without resistance, little thinking that when, in 
1844, he came to deal with the main element of all price, money, 
in the Bank Charter Bill, that the Right Honourable Baronet 
would strike away the protection so deliberately accorded by ten 
shillings more. At that reduced price, or lower, it would, with 
ordinary seasons, have remained, 

It is true, for the present the blow has been broken, and, in 
consequence of the failure of potatoes in the United Kingdom, 
high prices of corn have prevailed ; but the farmers have now to 
consider, with the present prospect of harvest, what may be their 
position under the existing currency in this, and especially in the 
ensuing, year. They will be best able to calculate at what rate 
wheat and other produce is likely to range. At all events, they 
may conclude that whatever that rate, if the currency be not 
altered to the degree and in the manner that justice requires, they 
must calculate on its separately operating a reduction of at least 
ten, perhaps fifteen shillings, and that permanently. When a new 
parliament is returned for seven years’ continuance, unpledged to 
do justice to the farmers, it will be too late to consider the effect 
of what they have omitted to do on the value of their tastes, 
their buildings, their implements, and their stocks. 

We should be the last to denounce any public man who acted 
from mere mistake, or who exhibited a disposition to correct any 
error when he applied himself to the correction of another 
kindred to it, and to whieh, in fact, it had relation ; but when 
we reflect that Sir Robert Peel's capital error of 1819 was tlie 
cause of all his other false steps, we confess wa are constrained 
earnestly to hope that the farmers of the United Kingdom, when 
they review the course of the ex-premier, with referenee to his 
religious, his financial, his commercial, and his agrieultural policy, 
will determine, at any rate, that a reply to one question shall de- 
termine the vote they will give at the polling booths. “ Do you 
eschew Sir Robert Peel in all his policy? Tf not, we are dead

Nichmond, of Salford, exhibited several new implements, among which are an 
improved steaming apparatus for preparing food for cattle; another for cooking 
food of all kinds ; a toothed roller chaff-machine, suitable for small farmers, and 
easily worked by a strong boy ; another made nearly all of iron, with facilities 
for changing the length of cut; amouth made to accommodate itself to any feed, 
and applicable to hand, horse, water, or steam power; an improved mill for 
bruising linseed, oats, &c. ; and a new modification of the vertical churn, adapted 
to make butter for private use. Mr. Croggan, of Laurence Lane, London, exhi- 
bited a new model of a permanent rick-yard, constructed with regard to eco- 
nomy. Mr. E. H. Bentall, of Hevbridge, Essex, exhibited some new patent 
subsoil ploughs. Mr. Hartas, of Rosedale Abbey, Yorkshire, exhibited some 
new ridge-making dropping machines. Mr. Beart, of Godmanchester, exhi- 
bited some new patent Jand cultivators, combining the advantages of the scaritier 
and clod-crusher. Mr. J. Comins, of Southmolton, exhibited some new drain. 
ploughs and horse-hoes. Mr. Smith, of Kettering, exhibited an improved win- 
nowing machine, having a portable board in the hopper, which ís turned back 
while chaffing, and puts the large cylinder in liberty of pulling all sorts of rough 
stuff through without stoppage; while a new invented sieve, in the shape of a 
house roof, is placed between the cylinders and the divider to spread the corn so 
that the wind can at once clean it. Mr. Gillepsy, of Dissington, Northumber- 
land, exhibited some n«w swing ploughs, in which great attention has been paid 
to obtain an easy draught. Mr, Gillett, of Brailes, near Shipston-on-Stour, ex- 
hibited a patent self-acting alarum gun and property aes for the purpose 
of protecting corn and newly-sown sceds from the depredations of birds and 
game. By means of certain mechanical movements, twelve barrels charged with 
unpowder revolve on the face of the machine, one of which is discharged every 
Rear throughout the day, causing a report as loud as a gun. If wound up and 
charged in the morning, it may be hung on a tree or a post, and go the whole of 
the day without attention, Messrs. Gray and Sons, Udinston, near Glasgow, 
exhibited several new pulverisers and dibbling machines. Mr. R. Scrivener, of 
Alperton, Middlesex, a new portable gearing for driving, wholly constructed of 
iron, with the driving conpliug so arranged that when any undue strain comes 
on the machine, the coupling slips, and prevents its being damaged. Messrs. 
Barrett and Co., of Hull, exhibited a new portable s'eam-engine, which they 
describe as possessing the important qualifications of “durability, simplicity, 
efficacy, economy of tse, and superiority of workmanship." Mr. Hornsby, ot 
Spittlegate, exhibited a new horizontal separator, which takes the corn after it 
has passed through the dressing machine, separates the small s ed that mar have 
been left in, and then the corn into three or four different samples, according to 
quality. Mr. Vingoe, of Penzance, exhibited an improvement In his patent seed 
planting and manuring machine, which obtained a prize at the Shrewsburv 
meeting. ‘The clover seed and rye and grass barrow, for which Mr. Smyth, of 
Peasanhall, has gained a medal, admits the two kinds of seeds to be deposited at 
the same time without mixing. Mr. Franklin, of Commercial Road, London, 
exhibited a machiue for manufacturing bricks and tiles, which prepares. pugs, 
and screens the clay, and produces the different articles iu one process. Mr. P. 
Lorn, of Manor Farm, Noseby, exhibited a one-horse cart, so constructed that it 
can he changed from a coramon-sized manure cart to a harvesting cart, with a 
self-actioned hind-board, a drag for descending hills, and a catch which attaches 
itself when the cart has come to its bedding after being tipped. Messrs, Mapple- 
beck and Lowe, of Birmingham, exhibited several new sorts of draining tools. 
Messrs. Gregory, of Warwick, some new ploughs and chaff-cutters, Messrs. 
Ryland and Dean, of Birmingham, two new portable steam-engines, and some 
threshing, creshing, and draining machines, of new construction. Messrs. 
Bradley and Co., of Wakefield, exhibited a new drain-tile and pipe machine, 
which they allege combines all the advantages of the ** Economic," with the ad- 
ditional one that it is so constructed that ‘ the most inexpert or careless work- 
man is unable to break or disarrange it." Mr. Stratton, of Bristol, in addition 
to a variety of most elegant and useful wooden carts and waggons, exhibited as 
novelties some patent wrought-iron carts and some new Norwegian barrows, 
Mr. Ferraber, of Stroud, exhibited a new patent machine for cutting straw for 
litter, invented by the Earl of Ducie, and improved by the exhibitor. It is fitted 
with a mouth and wheel arrangeme.t, for cutting straw into five lengths at the 
rate of 600 cuts a minute, Side by side with the inventions of these noble, 
wealthy, and scientific names, was one which, though not exhibited for the first 
time, is now improved and well worthy of renewed notice — it is that of a ma- 
chine tor spinning hay ropes, invented by Mr. E. Pierce, of Llanasa, Flintshire, 
who is an aged cripple, and cannot read nor write, but who is said to have gained 
his knowledge of machinery by vain attempts to discover the perpetual motion. 
His invention gained a prize at Newcastle last year. It stands on a bench four 
feet in length, has a fly wheel one side, and a reel on the other, and two treadles, 
one to spin and one to plait. The improvement consists in drawing up the 
twisted rope upon the wheel. Mr. James, of Fish Street Hill, London, exhibited 
several new and very ingenious machines for weighing cattle, carts, and farm 
produce. Mr. Saunders, of North Cave, Yorkshire, exhibited seven ploughs, all 
of which are of new construction. The stand of Messrs. 'l'homas Gibbs and Co. 
was remarkable for the variety of samples it contained of all kinds of grass and 
agricultural seeds, and among other novelties may be mentioned some hvdraulic 
machines, exhibited by Mr. Roe, of the Strand; some specimens of soils, ma- 
nures, and diseased corn and potatoes, by Mr. E. J. Laver, of Blackwater, 
Surrey ; and a flexible saddle, by Mr. Thomas Newland, of Stratford-on- Avon. 

R. Garrett and Son, of the Leiston Works, near Saxmundham, Sutlolk, also 
exhibited numerous agricultural implements and machines. The patent hand- 
ppe and tile-making machine, invented hy Mr. Weller, for the purpose of mak- 

ng every description of roofing or draining tiles, was much admired. We give 
an illustration of this machine, as also of several others enumerated in the pros- 
pectus of this firm, many of which have obtained prizes at the previous exhibitions 
of the society, The tile-making machine of R, Garrett and Son is constructed 
entirely of iron, and being mounted on four wheels, can be easily drawn from 
place to place, and worked in the drying sheds or yards. It has two cylinders, 
through which the clay is forced by means of horizontal pistons. The cylinders 
swing on centres, and are used alternately for making tiles or pipes of all varie- 
ties, so that while the one is being worked, the other is turned up, for the con- 
venience of filling, as represented in our engraving. The barley aveller, or 
hummelling machine, is used for the purpose of rubbing the horns and avels off 
barley, and screening away all Joose rubbish from the corn, leaving the kernels 
clean and the sample perfect. It is worked by one man. Two patent chaff- 
cutters we also select as worthy of illustration, Both are constructed on the 
same principle, but one is adapted for hand, the other for horse-power. The 
fron field-roller of Messrs. Garrett are made of cast iron, in three distinct cylin- 
ders, revolving separately upon a spindle, for the facility of turning, without 
injury to the crop or driving up the land. Serapers are attached, which prevent 
the land sticking to and clogging the roll. Of their numerous ploughs, we shall 
only illustrate the wheel plough, the body and wearing parts of which are made 
of cast iron, with an improved coulter fastening, which admits of its being readily 
adjusted to the requisite position, T'he several drills, selected from the same 
collection, are all admirably adapted for the several purposes expressed in their 
descriptive names, and a very good idea is obtained trom our engravings of these 
implements. For their patent wrought-iron rick stand, a medal was awarded to 
R. Garrett and Son, at the meeting of the Royal Agricultural Society of England, 
at Southampton, in 1844. ‘They have been extensively adopted by farmers, for 
their sure protection against rats and mice. They are made of different sizes, 
and are readily taken to pieces and removed from place to pace. The corn- 
dressing machine, and the rake and linseed cake crushers are admirably adapted 
for their respective uses, and would appear to facilitate and economise labour 
considerably. The patent lever drag rakes require more than a mere passing 
notice. Every tooth works independently on a separate lever, 80 as to accord to 
the irregularities of the surface, and attached to each is a simple lever purchase, 
50 as to enable a lad to raise the teeth without stopping the progress of the im- 
plement to relieve them of their lond, and leave the corn or grass neatly raised 
up iu rows. With a description of their patent horse hoe, we conclude our par- 
ticular notice of Messrs. Garrett and Son's agncultural implements and ma- 
chines, For the horse hoe, the firm have received prizes at Liverpool, Bristol, 
Derby, and Southampton shows of the Royal Agricultural Society of England, 
and also from other similar societies, It is an implement so complete in itself, 
as to be fully suited to all methods of drill cultivation, whether broad, stetch, 
or ridge ploughing, and is adapted to hoeing corn of all soits, as well as roots. 
The peculiar advantages of this implement are us follows : — 

It may be increased or diminished in size to suit all lands or methods of 
planting ; the axletree being moveable at both ends, either wheels may be ex- 
panded or contracted, so as always to be kept between the rows of plants. 

The shafts are readily altered, und put to any part of the frame, so that the 
ore may either walk ín the furrow, or in any direction to avoid injury to 
the crop. 

Each hoe works on a lever independent of the other, so that no part of the 
surface to be cut, however uneven, can escape; and in order to accommodate 
this implement for the consolidated earth of the wheat crop, and also the more 
loosened top of spring corn, roots, &c., the hoes are pressed in by different 
weights being hung upon the ends of each lever, and adjusted by keys or chains, 
to prevent them going beyond the proper depth. What has hitherto been an in- 
superable objection to the general use of the horse hoe, is overruled in this, by 
the novel and easy method of steering, 60 that the hoes may be guided to the 
greatest nicety, if common cau:ion be used, doing every execution among the 
weeds without ii jury to the crop. 

It is so constructed that the hoes may be set to any width from seven Inches to 
any wider space, For the purpose of hoeing all kinds of corn, the inverted hoes 
only are preferred; but for the root crops, where the rows of plants are wider 
(say sixteen inches or more), an extra hoe of a semicircular form is placed on a 
separate Jever, working between and in advance of the two inverted hoes, for the 
more effectually cutting all the land, however uneven the surface, by the three 
separate hoes wurking independently of each other between the rows.

The Plough: a Journal of Agriculture and 
Rural Affairs, Hurst, London. 


The present meeting of the Royal Agricul- 
tural Society at Northampton affords us an 
excellent opportunity of directing attention to 
a work devoted to the interests which the s0- 
ciety promotes and encourages, The “ Plough, 
which now forms two goodly volumes, was 
originally issued in monthly numbers; and 
from the character and nature of the contents, 
well deserves the patronage of every one in- 
terested in the progress of agricultural science. 
Professor Liebig says, “ that agriculture is the 
true foundation of all trade and industry, and 
the basis of the riches of a state.” To spread 
abroad such knowledge, therefore, as is calcu- 
lated to aid in the development of our cereal 
resources, is the duty of every well-wisher to 
his country. The editors of the “ Plough 
have well'carried out the promises to this 
effect, made on the first appearance of their 
useful magazine, and from which we have se- 
lected several illustrations to convey a just 
idea of its character. No new suggestion in 
the management of rural affairs, or fresh in- 
vention to facilitate the varied processes of 
farming, but which were immediately trans- 
posed to the pages of the plough, and no ex- 
pense seems to have been spared to convey 
correct ideas of the information’ thus given.

sented, but shall extract some . 
portion of the other information 
contained in the work,-that our 
readers may understand and ap- 
reciate the value of such a pub- 
ication as the * Plough" to the 
farmers of England. 


One of the most important organs 
of the foot of a horse is that parton 
which is generally known under the 
designation of the frog. Upon the 
health of this organ depends that of the 
whole foot; and yet the ignorant far- 
rier seems to have conceived so violent 
an antipathy to'this frog that he always 
endeavours to cut away as much of it 
as possible, without actuall wounding 
the animal; and as, from the mode of 
shoein generally adopted, a great por- 
tion of the frog is often dried up and 
decayed, the blacksmith finds no great 
difficulty in paring it away to almost 
nothing. The consequence of this we 
shall endeavour to explain, by de- 
scribing the use of the frog. 
his organ is sented at the heel just 
beneath the hoof, and behind its bars. 
It forms a sort of case for the end of 
the flexor tendon, which it covers like a 
bulb. It also secretes an unctuous 
liquor, which serves to keep the horn 
of the hoof moist, and to prevent it 
from cracking. The frog is also an 
elastic wedge, which contracts and ex. 
pands with the hoof; and when this 
wedge receives its due ressure as the 
animal walks, it keeps the bars in their 
proper state of *xpansion, and counter- 
‘acts any tendency in the hoof to per- 
manent contraction. ‘Thus then its 
functions are indis ensable to keep the 
Oot sound; for, if it were destroyed, 
the bottom of the flexor tendon of the 
leg would be exposed to disease ; again, 
if it did not secrete its oily fluid to keep 
the hoof moist, the latter would crack 
(as is often the case). Lastly, if it 
were dried, and deprived of its elastic 
Power, the foot would become perma. 
nently contracted, and the horse Jame, 


which is a matter of very common oc- 
currence, 


The horse's foot is circular and not 
oval, the shoe should be made in that 
form; or rather the hoof should be 
measured, and the 
shoe made exactly to 
correspond. An oval 
or elliptic foot is gene- 
rally, nay, we may say 
always, diseased, It 
has assumed that 
shape in consequence 
of the contraction of 
the bars, bronght on 
solely by a diseased 
state of the frog for 
want of pressure ; and 
in no one instance of 
oval-formed feet will 
the frogs be found 
healthy. The moment 
the foot is lifted from 
the ground, the offen. 
sive odour indicates 
the diseased frog, 
although the ignorant 
owner of the horse 
may consider it tho 
natural effluvia of the 
organ when in a state 
of health, 

The shoe should be 
as light as possible, 
consistently with the 
labour the animal has 
toundergo, Before it 
is put on, the hoof 
should be pared away 
towards the heels, in 
such a manner that 
with the shoe the 
horse should stand 
with the frog close to 
the ground, a& when 
ju a state of nature; 
when the shoe is on, 
it should be filed away 
towards the heels, 
being left only suffici- 
ently thick to enable 
the frog in the natu- 
ral position of the ani-
